At the second session of the Six- 


tieth Congress, which expired on the 
4th day of March last, the following 
legisfatlon was enacted affecting the 
trade: 


Sections 238, 239 and 240 of the 


Penal Code, approved March 4, 1909, 
as follows: 
Forbids Delivery of Goods by a Com- 


mon Carrier to Any But a <Bona 
Fide Consignee 
Sec. 28^ Any officer, agent" or em- 


ploye of any railroad company, ex- 
press company, or other common car- 
rier, who shall Knowingly deliver to 
any person other tKan the person, to 
whom it has been consigned, unless 
upon the written order in each In- 
stance of the bona fide consignee, or 
to any factitious person, or to 
any 


person under a fictitious name, any 
spirituous, vinous, malted, fermented 
or other intoxicating liquor of any 
kind "which has been shipped from 
one slate, territory, or 'district of the 
United States, or place non-contig- 
uous to but subject, to the jurisdic- 
tion thereof, into any other state, ter- 
ritory, or district" of the United 
States, or place non-contiguous to but 
scubject to the jurisdiction thereof, 
or from any foreign country into any 
state, territory, or district of 
the 


United States, or place noncontiguous 
•to but subject 
to th'e jurisdiction 


thereof, shall be fined not more than 
five" thousand dollars, or imprisoned 
not more than two years, or both. 
Forbids c. O. iD. Shipments of Ll- 
' quor in Interstate Commerce 


Sec. 29. Any railroad company, ex- 


press company,, or other common car- 
rier, or any person who, in connec- 
tion with the transportation of any 
spirtuous, vinous, malted, fermented, 
or other intoxicateing liquor of any 
kind, from one state, territory, 
or 


district of the United States, or place 
noncontiguous thereto, but subject to 
the,jurisdiction thereof,. into any oth- 
er state, territory, or district of the 
United States, or place non-contiguous 
to hut subject 
to 
the jurisdiction 


thereof, or from any foreign country 
into any state, territory, or district of 
the United States, or place 
non-con- 


tiguous to but subject to the jurisdic- 
tion thereof, shall collect the 
pur- 


chase price or any part thereof, be- 
fore, on, or after delivery, from the 
consignee, or from any other person, 
or shall in any manner act as the 
agent of the buyer or seller of any 
such liquor, for the purpose of buy- 
ing or selling or completing the sale 
thereof, saving only in . the 
actual 


transportation and delivery 
of 
the 


same, shall be fined not more than 
five thousand dollars.

Sec. 2-10. Whoever shall Itnowlng- 


ly ship or cause to. be shipped, from 
one state, territory, or district of the 
United States, or place 
non-contig- 


uous to but subject to the jurisdic- 
tion thereof, into any other state, ter- 
ritory, or district of the United Stales 
or place"non-contiguous to.but sub- 
ject to the jurisdiction 
thereof, or 


from any foreign country Into any 
state, territory, or district 
ot 
the 


United States, or place non-contigu- 
ous to but subject to the jurisdiction, 
thereof, any package of or 
package 


containing 
any spirituous, 
vinous, 


malted, fermented, or other intoxi- 
cating liquor of any kind, unless such 
package he so labeled on the outside 
cover as to plainly show the name of 
the consignee, the nature of its con- 
tents, and the 
quantity 
contained 


therein, shall be fined not more than 
five thousand dollars; and such liq- 
uor shall be forfeited to the United 
States, and may be seized and con- 
demned by like proceedings as those 
provided by law for the seizure and 
forfeiture of property imported into 
the United States contrary "to law.
